ONCE more the battle begins in 
the British Parliament—the old 
battle of liberty, tbe battle of a peo- 
ple against a class, the battle of 
Tight agaiost oppression and in- 
_justice, the battle of the poor, who 
demand the equal protection of the 
laws, against the rich, who claim 
tv own the people and want to live 
by their labor, who demand as their 
right two cents out of every three 
that a poor man earns. Great 
Britain is called free and nominally 
there is no slavery there. But in 
reality it is not free, for the people 
are free to do only those things that 
the enemies of freedom will! permit. 
If our Southern States were now in 
a political turmoil, Northern men 
might freely go there and make 
what speeches they thought fit. 
Southern men would have then, as 
they havealways had, an unlimited 
right to say what they thought. 
We should imagine 'nen te be crazy 
if it was proposed to punish a man 
for political speeches. This is a 
free speech, one of the most sacred 
rights of the people. Yet the Brit- 
ish police are filling the jails with 
men whose only offense is that they 
spoke their minds at public meet- 
ings. And that is the great cise 
that is before the world now that 
Parliament assemblies again. The 
rights of the people arean anvil upon 
which the hammers of tyranny 
have been smashed for ages and 
will be smashed again. falisbury 
and Balfour will find that Ireland, 
which has given an account of bet- 
ter men that they are, will never 
weary of the battle for ber rights 
until whe possesses all the rights 
that are enjoyed by the people of 
the freest countries in the world. 
Governments of privilege, class 
governments, governments of those 
who pretend to own the people 
must “‘go.’’ The world has grown 
too wise to tolerate them, and the 
battle of Ireland, which is the bat- 
tle of the British people for their 
rights against the British aristoc- 
racy, will perhaps determine that 
the Salisbury Ministry: will be the 
last reign of the Tory party. 

THERE are again reports of forci- 
ble eatry and expulsion of white 
settlers of Oklahoma. Now that 
measures are before Congress look- 
ing to the opening of the Territory, 
policy should teach the ‘‘boomers”’ 
discretion, but that has not been 
proved one of their prominent char- 
acteristics in the past.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Blair

It is rough- 
ly calculated that the effect of the 
preposed change would be to reduce 
the wag hogy by $200,000 during each 
of t first five years and increase 
them by a corresponding sum during 
the next five years. Storey stated 
that the total amount of payments to 
the Government during the first ten 

ears would be the same as proposed 
by the original bill. The company 
was desirous of having the charges 
lightened during the next five years, 
because, as Adams had stated, it bad 
very woes 2 ome to make during 
that period and would be abl» to make 
up the deficiency within the next five 
years.

_ Eprror GazeTre:—The weather 
for the past week has been, consid- 
ering the season of the year, exceed- 
ingly pleasant and mild, with the 
exception of to-day, which looks a 
little threatening. The snow on 
the neighboring hills has almost 
disappeared, and here and there in 
warm, cozy places, little sprouts of 
green grass are peeping out. So far 
as I am able to learn by letter and 
personal interviews with stockmen, 
the situation at present and for the 
past week upon all of the ranges is 
satisfactory, and there is but little 
to report at prerent writing that 
would be interesting or new to the 
general public or cattlemen. 

But it must be remembered that 
there will be special losses in certain 
localities. This idea is fully indorsed 
by all well-informed cattlemen. I 
had a conversation day before yes- 
terday with Mr. Fuller, mejor-domo 
for Bradley & Russeil’s large band 
of cattle in Mound and Huntington 
valleys. Heisof the opinion that 
the stock in that locality argina 
better condition than the average 
in that county, and that if the 
weather continues favorable the 
loss will exceed but little over the 
average. Mr. Fuller has been en- 
gaged in this business for fourteen 
years, aod las seen severe service 
and battled with mauy snow- 
storms.

TUSCARORA WAS DISCOVERED 


As a placer mining camp by 
Stephen and Joha ard, who 
made up a party, con isting of 
eight or nine persons, for the pur- 
= of examining the mineral out- 
k in northeastern Nevada, then 
a portion of Lander county. These 
gentlemen were induced to make 
this trip ef explorations from in- 
formation derived fiom several 
Indians, who camped at or near 
where Battle Mountain is now, but 
often visited Austin. The party 
started from Austin and headed for 
the Humboidt Valley, arriving 
there about the first of uly, havivg 
been attracted there by the report 
of arich copper mine. They were 
met there by Captain Jim Johnson, 
an Indian, wbo told them he could 
show them better mines, pointing 
towards Tuscarora; but as_ they 
were unable to cross the Hum- 
boldt river at that pointin conse- 
quence of the whole valley being 
submerged ia water they continued 
their march up the river to Gravelly 
Ford, where they managed to effect 
a crossing, after being exposed toa 
great deal of danger, and contiuuing 
their course northward for’ 'lusca- 
rora,arrived at what is now kuown 
as old Tuscaroraon the llth day 
of July, 1867. Upon examination 
of the svil in several guiches, placer 
gold was discovered to existand a 
number of iocati»ns were made. 
in tbe meanwhile, the Beard 
brothers proceeded to locate a 
water right aud build a-water ditch 
from McCann creek, some_ three 
miles, to the diggings, which is 
south ot Tuscarora of to-day. Some 
white man worked these placers iu 
1868 and 1869, but as they did not 
realize what was then called miners’ 
wages, they were abaudoned, or 
partiaily so, to the Chinaman, who 
soon monopolized and have worked 
them more or less to the presevt 
time. From a careful estimate 
made it is believed that these mines 
have not paid over $2 per day to 
the hand. Tbe Beard brothers lo- 
cated the first quartz lode in the 
district, kKuown as the Tuscarora 
Ledge. Soon after this first settle- 
ment was made, other pioveers fol- 
lowed close in the wake, and 
among others was W. B. Laucaster 
and Taylor Postlewaithe. About 
this time 
A RICH GOLD STREAK OF QUARTZ 


Was found in the water ditch, 
which stimulated prospecting and 


resulted in the finding and locating 


of a vumber of valuable lodes. The 
most notable at that time was the 
Young America and first South 
Extension, then followed the Inde- 
pendence, Navajo and the Idaho; 
also the De Frees mines, located by 
a gentleman of that bpame. The 
favorable develupments made in the 
above mentioned locations started 
a substantial boom in 1875, at which 
time many of the rich aud promi- 
neut mives of to-dav were discov- 
ered and located, which led to tha 
buildiug ‘of the town of Tuscarora 
and the erection of a number of 
first-class quartz mills, The above 
is a brief history of the early mio- 
ing of Tuscarora, as related to me 
by one of the Beard brothers, who 
are still engaged in mining ia con- 
nection witb ranching, and are still 
owners of the ditch located at thut 
early day. 

Tuscarora to-day, in all proba- 
bility, is one of the _ richest 
tnd most pr:ductive mining 
districts in Eastern Nevada, aud 
that it will continue to be so for an 
indefinite period there is little 
doubtin the minds of well-informed 
miners. I will not attempt to give 
any detailed acvount of the daily 
operations of the several mines or 
the weekly output of bullion from 
the mills, as such ioformation cau 
be gleaned from the columas of the 
Times-Review, a sprightly daily 
published in that camp, but simply 
say from tbe best information that 
I have been able to procure from 
those whose’ daily avocatious call 
them through the lower levels of 
the several mines of that camp, 
that the future is not only bright, 
but full of premise, and ali that 
seems needed to make her future 
success bey ond cavil is railroad con- 
nections with some of the large 
bodies of timber in close proximity, 
or to some convenient point with 
the Central Pacific railroad, as it is 
believed by those well informed if 
reasonable rates could be procured 
that lumber and wood could be laid 
down at Tusear. ra from Truckee at 
figures not exceeding seven oreight 
doliars per cord, whereas it now 
costs, delivered, from $11 to $15 per 
cord, according to quality.

A feeling is segepinie § to some 
extent among horsemen in certain 
localities, says the American Cul- 
tivator, that the breeding of fast 
roadsters and trotters is liable to 
be overdone, or to be carried te 
such an extenf as to overstock the 
market and bring prices down to a 
figure that will yield but a small 
margin of profit. Thisidea doubt- 
less arises from the fact that a 
greater number of individuals in 
all sections of the country are at 
present engaged in breeding trot- 
ting stock, or about embarking in 
such an enterprise, than there ever 
has been at any time in the past. 
It is one of the characteristics of 
the Yankee to overdo every kind 
of business that yields or promises 
to afford large profits, and this fact 
may also have some weight in 
forming the opinions of those who 
are beginning to fear that the mar- 
ket for fast horses will be glutted 
at some time in the near future. 
There are several causes operating, 
however, which have a tendency 
to prevent such a state of affairs. 
The demand for choice road and 
trotting stock is increasing in the 


\large cities and manufacturing 


towns where business men are ac- 
cumulating. This increase is in a 
much larger ratio than the growth 
in population. It is becoming 
more fashionable every year for 
gentlemen’of wealth and culture to 
drive a lively stepping trotter, and 
when one of this class becomes ac- 
customed to such a health pro- 
moting luxury, reverses of fortune 
alone will ever induce him to 
abandon the practice. Only a few 
years ago it was considered de- 
grading for a gentleman in good 
standing in society to own and 
drive a horse that could claim any 
pretension to speed. To-day a 
very different sentimént prevails, 
and afew years hence gentlemen 
occupying the most exalted posi- 
tions in society will not consider it 
compromising to their dignity to 
indulge in a lively spin outside the 
thickly-settled limits of town and 
city, behind a 2;30 trotter guided 
by their own hands. Another 
cause that will tend to prevent 
over-stocking the market is a lack 
of knowledge upon the part of 
many engaging in the business con- 
cerning the principles of breeding. |'a
